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I telephoned tne agent and wade un tippululiwcut for the above date 
and time* I arrived promptly and was met by ,tl^e agent 1 s secretary who 
took me upstairs to the office. There is no/ymeeting scheduled. I will 
call whenever I want to meet with the agent again. I did tell him that 
I would be away on other business until late June and that I would probably 
get in touch with him shortly after my return. He stated in this connection 
that he would be on vacation in August. 

OPERATIONAL ; 

This was my first meeting with the agent since he took over from 
CAHETIRE/1. I had net him once before and having received instructions 
from C-l he knew who I was and why I had come. I gave the agent 2 EM As 
to check. I picked them out of the Karlsruhe address book. The agent 
gave the EH A form I had filled out to his secretary and 3he took them 
to their file room and returned shortly thereafter with a no record on 
both. 

During the conversation the agent asked me if I knew a tall dark- 
haired fellow from Heidelberg y/hose name sounded, to the agent, like 
Hr. Hsnnesey * Pie told no that this man. also known to C-l , had come 
several times with an interpreter and got the 3ame sort of information that 
I did. Ilis reason for asking me was to find out if I knew the man 1 a name, 
address and telephone number. He said they keep a record of their liaison 
contacts and chen asked me for my address etc. I was at a loss as to 
what to say hut told him that ny address was USA Support Unit in Ffm. 

Pressed for an address I gave him XXSXXXXS7. I.G. Hochhaus, FUrstenberger 
Str. with my telephone number, which he had, as 55°0-7664. I e 'phasized 
that it was better for him to telephone me us It was quicker an lip v/as 
more sure of getting in touch with me that way. I don * t think he will 
ever write as he has no occasion tc do so, out will always call if the 
need should ever arise, which I don 1 1 think will. In connection with 
listing all their liaison contacts, the general security of the entire 
establishment has changed in the past few weeks. They now have a new boss 
and he has clamped down on a lot of things. Previously 1 could enter the 
building by the back way often without reporting to the reception desk. 

Now however, I must go to the front gate, report, sign in and drive up 
to the mail gate where I had to again report iito a nan who in turn 
telephoned to the secretary. She came down to the inaifc entrance and 
picked, hp up and took me to the office. C-2 told it»o that the new boss 
felt that there v/as absolutely no control who and what came and left 
the building and didn't think this proper under the ^ircums tanoes of 
the nature of the establishment.
